A popular local official is bidding 
farewell to political office after more 
than two decades of service to Morgan 
Countians - and countless fond memo- 
ries of an appreciative community.

Conley is indicted 
on three counts by 
special grand jury 



Felony charges include 
giving pipe to rural church, 
charging co. for dozer part 

A special grand jury empaneled here 
last September to look into heretofore 
unannounced allegations against Mor- 
gan Judge Executive Tim Conley wound 
up its investigation late Monday after- 
noon and was dismissed after returning 
indictments charging Conley with three 
counts of abuse of public trust — a class 
D felony created under a law enacted by 
the legislature in 2003 with a penalty of 
from one to three years in prison, if 
proven. 

The indictments allege: 

1. That in November 2005, Conley 
gave a 20 foot section of 48 inch drain 
pipe valued at approximately $500.00 to 
Cassie Cantrell for installation on pri- 
vate property that was not part of the 
county road system. 

2. That between May and August, 
2005, Conley gave the Cow Branch 
Primitive Baptist Church three 20 foot 
sections of 30 inch drain pipe valued at 
approximately $900.00 for installation 
on private property that was not part of 
the county road system. 

3 . That between March 1 8 , 2005 , and 
July 13, 2005, Conley had his privately- 
owned bulldozer that he had loaned to 
the county road department for a road 
repair project repaired by county em- 
ployees on county time, using parts to- 

Lunsford and 
Fletcher win 
Morgan vote 

Just 1,545 Morgan County voters 
went to the polls Tuesday to select party 
nominees for governor and other state 
constitutional offices. 

In the Democrat race for governor, 
voters here gave the nod to the million- 
aire Bruce Lunsford-Greg Stumbo 
ticket, who narrowly edged former Lt. 
Gov. Steve Beshear of Lexington and his 
running mate, State Senator Daniel 
Mongiardo of Hazard, who won their 
party’s nomination in statewide voting. 

House Speaker Jody Richards and his 
running mate, John Y. Brown III, came 
in a distant third here, followed by 
former Lt. Gov. Steve Henry, Gatewood 
Galbraith, and Ottis “Bullman” Hensley. 

Beshear and Mongiardo, who won 
the nomination in statewide voting, sur- 
prised the pundits by winning over 40 
percent of the vote, and thus avoiding 
the necessity for a predicted runoff elec- 
tion in the six- slate race. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher and running 
mate, Robbie Rudolph, received 78 of 
the 126 Republican votes cast here to 
win over slates headed by former Con- 
gresswoman Ann Northup and Paducah 
businessman Billy Harper. 

The vote count in Morgan was: 

Democrats — Lunsford-Stumbo, 
558; Beshear-Mongiardo, 547; 
Richards-Brown, 191; Henry-True, 159; 
Galbraith, 80; Hensley, 10. 

Republicans — Fletcher-Rudolph,, 
78; Northup, 25; Harper, 23.

The court will use untapped 
monies granted the county over a 
decade ago for industrial devel- 
opment purposes to pay two 
thirds of the purchase price for the 
monument site and the state will 
purchase the other one-third. 

Seen as an economic boon to 
Wolfe and surrounding counties, 
the monument, a 75-foot stainless 
steel wind chime sculpture, 
would be visible for miles to tour- 
ists traveling along the Mountain 
Parkway and would be the cen- 
terpiece for a complex that would 
include an interactive information 
center geared around Eastern 
Kentucky’s rich musical tradition 
where visitors could view vid- 
eos pertaining to mountain mu- 
sic, literature, venues and attrac- 
tions. 

Led by project director David 
Musser, the Heritage Monument 
project has drawn the support of 
various civic groups throughout 
Wolfe and surrounding counties 
as well as the support of local 
governments in adjoining coun- 
ties. 

Musser says the monument 
complex would revitalize Wolfe 
County’s economy and would 
have a beneficial impact on the 
economies of neighboring coun- 
ties. Research indicates that the 
project would draw over 700,000 
visitors a year, generate over $63 
million and create over 1 ,000 jobs 
for the area, according to Musser. 

JVlusser and project support- 
ers are hoping construction of the 
projected $15 to $20 million 
monument can begin by 1010.

When my Daddy died, Mommy 
was devastated to the point where 
she would set on the front porch 
every evening and look up on the 
top of the hill where Daddy was 
laid to rest and she’d say, ‘ ’ Some- 
day, the Lord willin, I’ll be a 
layin up there beside my man like 
I did all them years we was mar- 
ried.” So, when Mommy died, I 
dug offthe dirt on the side of 
Daddy’s vault that Mommy was 
gonna be layin on and when we 
lowered Mommy into the grave, 
me and my brothers shoved 
Mommy’s vault over to where it 
touched Daddy’s vault.

This cemetery is 20 plus acres 
with a finished mausoleum and 
paved roads. With the Salyer 
Cemetery pretty much full, a 
need for another memorial gar- 
den was realized and the West 
Liberty Memorial Gardens is the 
future burial site for generations 
to come. There is a Veterans Wall 
that is dedicated to the late Jewel 
Smith for all her dedication and 
hard work she did for veterans 
everywhere.

Angel Food Ministries distributes 
3,300 lb. of food to local families

Twenty- six volunteers partici- 
pated in the Assembly of Faith 
Church’s Angel Food Ministries 
food distribution program on 
April 28, dispersing approxi- 
mately 3,300 pounds of food to 
families throughout Morgan 
County. 

Ministry Coordinator Sherry 
Keeton said the church became 
involved in the Georgia-based 
non-profit grocery relief program 
in January. 

“We thought this would be a 
great program for Morgan 
County,” Keeton said. “It is a way 
for local people to get quality 
food - not outdated leftovers - for 
a low price. People are excited 
about the program and are plac- 
ing more orders each month.” 

For $26, customers can order 
a $42-$76 box of food (estimated 
grocery store price), including 
fresh, vacuum-packed meats, fro- 
zen vegetables, breakfast items, 
dessert items and convenience 
foods such as pizza, popcorn 
chicken, hotdogs and meatballs. 

“These boxes can feed a fam- 
ily of four for a week,” Keeton 
said. “They can also feed one se- 
nior citizen for a month at a price 
that is quite a bit cheaper than that 
of a grocery store. This is a great 
chance for people to save on their 
grocery expenses!”

Writer recalls assignment 
here following fighter crash

One thing certain from this 
political season is that the issue 
of expanded gambling is not go- 
ing to disappear from Kentucky 
politics. 

If you want to be governor, 
you will be for expanded gam- 
bling, either at the state’s race- 
tracks or at free-standing casinos 
or some combination, you are 
against it or you do not really like 
the idea but think the voters 
should decide one way or an- 
other. 

The gambling issue itself is 
not new. It arose more than a de- 
cade ago when riverboat casinos 
were developed along the Ohio 
River in Indiana and Kentuckians 
by the thousands began crossing 
the river to spend their money. 

Initially, Kentucky’s horse 
breeding and racing industries 
went into a full panic over the 
possibility of casinos raking in 
cash that otherwise would have 
gone through the betting win- 
dows at the track and thus under- 
mine the fiscal health of those 
industries. 

Then-Gov. Paul Patton re- 
acted to the dire industry warn- 
ings by proposing a limited num- 
ber of casinos not associated with 
the tracks in cities near the bor- 
der with other states. 

That went nowhere. The 
tracks and the breeders did not 
want even more competition 
added in state to the riverboat 
casinos already operating. 

And the warnings notwith- 
standing, the tracks are hardly 
falling apart and the developers 
are not subdividing the great 
Bluegrass horse farms. 

A formal lobbying group was 
organized favoring expanded 
gambling at the tracks with 
former Gov. Brereton Jones, him- 
self a horse breeder, taking a 
leading role in pushing for legis- 
lation or a constitutional amend- 
ment to allow expanded gam- 
bling. 

That has gone nowhere. 

Now the issue has gone be- 
yond simply helping Kentucky’s 
signature horse breeding and rac- 
ing industries compete to ex- 
panded as a source of new state 
revenue. 

Former Lt. Gov. Steve 
Beshear made that a focal point 
of his campaign for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, 
and his Democratic opponents 
were left to complain that the

new revenue generated by casi- 
nos would not begin arriving at 
the Treasury in time to make a 
difference in the next state ad- 
ministration. 

That is probably true. Even if 
a constitutional amendment were 
approved by the 2008 General 
Assembly - hardly a guarantee 
given opposition in the Republi- 
can Senate - and approved by the 
voters in November 2008, full- 
scale operations could not begin 
until perhaps 2010. 

But that avoids confronting 
the fact that no matter when ex- 
panded gambling becomes an 
economic reality, it will provide 
an enormous boost in state rev- 
enues. 

The most compelling - and 
absolutely true - argument in fa- 
vor of expanded gambling in 
Kentucky is that Kentuckians are 
helping pave roads in Indiana, 
West Virginia and Missouri, and 
that money ought to stay here. 

A billion dollars a year is a fig- 
ure bandied about and consider- 
ing that the nearby casinos are 
expanding and flourishing, I ex- 
pect it may be a conservative fig- 
ure. 

If Kentuckians are willing to 
spend it out of state, they will be 
perfectly willing to spend it 
closer to home. 

And I also expect the people 
who have made the Kentucky 
Lottery one of the most success- 
ful in the nation, pumping more 
than $100 million a year into the 
Treasury here, will go out and 
vote for the expanded gambling 
given the opportunity. 

I am one of those lottery play- 
ers who buys a single ticket when 
the Powerball jackpot is more 
than $100 million without the 
least expectation of winning. I 
take $50 to the track with me and 
if I get home broke after eating, 
drinking and betting, I consider 
it a successful afternoon. And I 
much prefer bridge to poker, nei- 
ther of which I am much good at. 
Slot machines do not attract me. 
The only dice I have ever rolled 
was playing Monopoly as a kid. 

But clearly there are hordes of 
my fellow Kentuckians who 
want to play the slots and poker 
and blackjack and whatever else. 

I say let them, and the state 
take its share in the same way it 
does on every pari-mutuel and 
lottery ticket, fifth of boose and 
pack of cigarettes. 

We have plenty of potholes to 
fill and new schools to build with 
that money.

office. I love politics!” 

He also heeded the advice of 
experienced PVAs. 

“When I took office I had no 
related experience whatsoever,” 
Bradley said. “I learned early on 
to call older PVAs for advice be- 
fore calling Frankfort. Three of 
them in particular - Lovell Hall, 
of Floyd County, Rio Johns, of 
Pike County and Ernest Parsons, 
of Elliott County - provided this 
valuable insight: ‘Remember, 
Frankfort doesn’t vote for you - 
the people do.’” 

Inspired by that wisdom, the 
young PVA made assisting his 
constituency an administrative 
goal - starting at his first official 
state PVA conference in 1985. 

“At that time Morgan County 
was facing a $2-3 million tax in- 
crease,” Bradley said. “When I 
attended the annual PVA winter 
conference in Frankfort that year, 
I told Commissioner of Revenue 
Gary Gillis that I wouldn’t im- 
pose the tax on Morgan County’s 
people because they couldn’t af- 
ford it.

Courier on 26 April 2007: 

A few days ago, a friend who 
used to live in West Liberty sent 
to me a Xerox copy of the article 
in The Licking Valley Courier 
dated 27 April 2007, entitled “Af- 
ter 53 years, Ohio Air Force vet- 
eran retains fond memories of 
Yocum and its ‘friendly, gener- 
ous people.’” This was a story 
about the F-86 Air Force fighter 
jet which crashed on 29 October 
1953, and about the pilot Maj. 
William D. Britton, who sur- 
vived, and the Air Force Air Po- 
lice Sergeant who was detailed 
to to secure the crash site on the 
hillside property of Jim Cooper 
(between Blaze and Yocum). 

I read this with some degree 
of interest, since I and a fellow 
Civil Air Patrol cadet were on the 
scene within hours of the crash, 
and inspected the barn and the 
injured mule of Mr. Cooper, and 
we stayed that night on the road 
in the back of a State Police car, 
awaiting dawn where we were to 
institute a ground search for the 
pilot. We were under the direc- 
tion of USAF Maj. William 
Stephens (liaison officer for the 
Kentucky Wing of Civil Air Pa- 
trol), who detailed us to stay the 
night, on site, pending an aerial 
search mission (by the Ky Wing 
C.A.P.) the next day. The reason 
we were in the vicinity of West 
Liberty, was that we had been on 
an airplane crash retrieval mis- 
sion in or near Somerset of a CAP 
plane which had crashed weeks 
before in an aerial mishap. We 
heard the report of the F-86 crash 
on the radio from a local station 
as we were driving back towards 
Louisville. 

I do not know who researched 
or wrote the very excellent article 
in the Licking Valley Courier, but 
would be most anxious to con- 
tact the AF (retired) Sgt. Norman 
L. Newman. To be able to ex- 
change stories of our own expe- 
riences that night. If you have the 
address of Norman L. Newman, 
and could give it me me... or send 
my name and address to him, I 
would be most appreciative. 

Further, is it possible that I 
could purchase a copy of the 26 
April 2007 Licking Valley Cou- 
rier from your of fice, if you still 



have an extra copy available? I 
would like to share this story with 
my old, and still alive and kick- 
ing, friend who spent that night 
in the back of the police car with 
me! 

Interestingly enough, my 
friend (and I, neither of whom 
were ever even in a police car 
before that fateful night of 29 
October 1953) ended up becom- 
ing a policeman and rose to the 
rank the of Chief of Police for 
The city of Louisville, Kentucky! 
Indeed, I jokingly have said, over 
the years, that he got his “start in 
police work” that night of 29 
October 1953, in Morgan 
County, Ky. ! 

I would very much like to hear 
from you on this whole matter 
and so appreciate the coverage in 
your paper. 

And, yes, I, too, often won- 
dered if I could have found the 
Cooper farm, myself. I remem- 
ber the incident like it was yes- 
terday. The people of West Lib- 
erty and of Morgan County were 
very gracious to us as well.

essentially accused Conley of 
knowingly committing the acts 
with which he is charged. 

In the report, signed by jury 
foreman Joe Curd, Jr., the panel 
took pains to divorce its delibera- 
tions from widely-held views that 
the investigation that led to the 
seating of the jury in the weeks 
prior to the November general 
election was motivated by 
Conley’s political enemies. The 
report said: “The Grand Jury, the 
special prosecutor, and those in- 
volved in this investigation have 
endured criticism from some who 
have suggested that this process 
was motivated by politics. Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. 
At no time has anyone, including 
the special prosecutor, ever asked 
the grand jury to do anything other 
that what was legally right and 
just. That has been our only goal. 
We are confident that we have 
honored our oath and fulfilled our 
duties as Grand Jurors. Every de- 
cision made by this Grand Jury 
was based only on the evidence 
and law presented to us.” 

As an addendum to the report, 
the jury stated a concern “about 
the way the county documents the 
purchase and installation of drain 
pipe and gravel.” 

“Because the expense is so 
great,” the report stated, “it is criti- 
cal that the county have a system 
for insuring that these items are 
properly inventoried and used 
only for legitimate county pur- 
poses. Unfortunately, it is clear 



from the evidence presented to 
the grand jury that the system 
currently used by the county to 
document the distribution of pipe 
and gravel is totally inadequate . 
. . the only record of where the 
pipes and gravel go is a hand writ- 
ten notation on a legal pad kept 
by a county employee at the ga- 
rage each day. In theory, the em- 
ployee is supposed to write down 
when and where the pipes are in- 
stalled and the gravel is delivered. 
Each month the legal pads are 
turned in to the County Judge 
Executive’s Office..” 

The report goes on to state: 



“A review of several years 
worth of these legal pads reveal 
they are essentially worthless in 
documenting the distribution of 
pipe and gravel. County workers 
told the grand jury that these le- 
gal pads would not accurately re- 
flect where each piece of pipe or 
load of gravel went to.” 

The report went on to recom- 
mend a better system for keeping 
track of pipe and gravel be imple- 
mented, stating that “one possi- 
bility would be to mark or num- 
ber each pipe as it is received so 
that the identifying mark or num- 
ber could later be used to track 
where it went . . . “With regard to 
gravel it is understandably more 
difficult to track. However, if the 
County keeps track of the amount 
of gravel purchased, they should 
be able to track exactly how many 
loads are sent out and where they 
go. That way one could compare 
the number of tons purchased to 
the number of loads distributed to 
see if they are at least similar . The 
current system offers little ac- 
countability.”

FRANKFORT, Ky. May 21 
— Law enforcement and first re- 
sponders from Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky on Monday 
joined together with McDonalds 
today for the annual “I’m Buck- 
led Up and I’m Lovin’ It” event 
to promote seat belt safety in the 
tri-state area. May is the desig- 
nated month for the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration (NHTSA) “Click it or 
Ticket” seat belt campaign. 

McDonald’s was an essential 
part of the program by providing 
free food coupons for each cus- 
tomer who entered the “drive- 
thru” area and was properly wear- 
ing their seat belt. 

Bob Hutchison, McDonald’s 
franchise owner said,

tinues to be a community and 
family oriented business. We are 
excited to partner up with the 
Kentucky State Police, Governor 
Fletcher’s Highway Safety Pro- 
gram and other local law enforce- 
ment agencies.

Law enforcement officers, 



medical personnel and other high- 
way safety volunteers passed out 
coupons and seat belt information 
in this unprecedented campaign. 
Law enforcement officers did not 
issue citations to those not wear- 
ing their seat belt on the parking 
lots, but unrestrained occupants 
received a card with crash statis- 
tics from the three states to en- 
courage seat belt use. 

J.D. Meadows is the Law En- 
forcement Liaison for the Ohio 
Department of Public Safety and 
serves on the planning commit- 
tee for this project. 

“The program was a fabulous 
success and a great effort between 
Kentucky, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia highway safety teams that 
reached an amazing number of 
drivers” said Meadows. 

The current seat belt usage rate 
in Kentucky is 67 percent, Ohio 
is 81 percent and West Virginia 
is 89 percent. If seat belt use had 
been 100 percent in those three 
states, an estimated 1,707 lives 
would have been saved. In 2006, 
there were 286,978 motor vehicle 
crashes in the three states. In 
those crashes, 2,524 people died 
and an additional 81,542 people 
were injured. 



Transportation Cabinet Secre- 
tary Bill Nighbert was recently 
appointed the state’s representa- 
tive for highway safety by Gov- 
ernor Ernie Fletcher. “Everyone 
benefits when we work together 
to improve highway safety and 
it’s a top priority for Governor 
Fletcher’s administration,” said 
Nighbert. “We are pleased to 
work with McDonald’s and our 
safety partners in Kentucky, 
Ohio, and West Virginia to re- 
mind folks to buckle up ... 
Seatbelts save lives,” said Secre- 
tary Nighbert. 

Kentucky passed into legisla- 
tion a primary seat belt law that 
became effective January 1, 2007. 
This legislation allows law en- 
forcement to pull over motorists 
solely for a seat belt violation. 

“Safety belts clearly save 
lives. But unfortunately too 
many folks still need a tough re- 
minder, so we will be out in force 
making sure people are buckled 
up” said Kentucky State Police 
Captain, Tim Lucas. “Regular 
seat belt usage is the single most 
effective way to protect people 
and reduce fatalities in motor ve- 
hicle crashes” added Lucas.

Bill’s good intentions would 
overwhelm federal courts 



Congress finds a new 
problem to solve: 
Hate-free hate crimes

There was a time when fed- 
eral crimes were few. The Con- 
stitution mentions only three: 
treason, counterfeiting and pi- 
racy. Fast forward 220 years, 
though, and you find that Con- 
gress has declared more than 
4,000 offenses to be federal 
crimes. 

For some lawmakers, that’s 
still not enough. They want to 
make a lot of violent crimes into 
federal offenses, if the perpetra- 
tors are so vile as to entertain 
politically incorrect thoughts 
while plotting their deeds. 

You could call it the “Crimi- 
nal Mind-Reading Act,” but it 
passed the House of Representa- 
tives last week as the “Local Law 
Enforcement Hate Crimes Pre- 
vention Act” of 2007. The Sen- 
ate could take up a similar mea- 
sure any day. President Bush has 
promised a veto. 

The bill would greatly expand 
the reach of existing federal hate- 
crime law. It defines “hate crime” 
so broadly, that actual “hate” isn’t 
even required. One provision 
would make certain common 
crimes federal cases if the defen- 
dant intentionally selects a vic- 
tim “because of the actual or per- 
ceived religion, national origin, 
gender, sexual orientation, gen- 
der identity, or disability of any 
person.” 

At first, this may seem reason- 
able. As a society, we abhor dis- 
crimination, and the bill language 
resonates with that sentiment. 

But it doesn’t translate well in 
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the real world. Consider the all- 
too-common crime of a street 
thug who spots an elderly lady 
using a walker and targets her for 
a mugging. Did he select his vic- 
tim because she is (a) a woman 
and (b) disabled? Sure. But does 
the preference to prey on the vul- 
nerable make the mugging a hate 
crime? 

Similarly, most sexual preda- 
tors choose victims based on gen- 
der. Should almost all violent 
mugging and rape prosecutions 
be handled by the feds? 

Such wholesale “defining 
down” of hate crimes would 
quickly swamp federal law en- 
forcement agencies. Officials 
would have to divert a huge por- 
tion of their resources to address 
thousands of garden-variety 
crimes that carry a whiff of se- 
lection or discrimination. This 
would leave significantly fewer 
federal resources devoted to 
fighting organized crime, terror- 
ist plots, kidnapping and inter- 
state scams of all stripes. The net 
effect would be less security for 
all. 

And for what? The criminal 
act is already a criminal act. De- 
claring the mugging a hate crime 
does nothing to help the victim. 

Well, proponents claim, it 
would reduce crime. The 
NAACP used this argument in 
the 2000 elections, when it ran 
an ad lambasting George W. 
Bush for not supporting hate- 
crime legislation in Texas. Their 
example: the appalling death of 
James Byrd, a black man mur- 
dered by two white bigots two 
years earlier. 

But murder was already a 
capital offense in Texas. Byrd’s 
killers surely knew that. If the 
prospect of getting the death pen- 
alty didn’t deter them, how 
would adding a lesser federal 
penalty? 

Finally, we need to ask if it’s 
really necessary to “federalize” 
hate crime. No one has made the 
case that local and state law en- 
forcement officials are failing to 
prosecute hate-filled criminals. 
Indeed, many states apply stiffer 
penalties for those convicted of 
hate crimes than the federal leg- 
islation provides. 

In criminal matters, what mat- 
ters most is the act itself. Crime 
should be punished to the fullest 
extent of the law, no matter who 
the victim is or what the perpe- 
trator thinks about that person. As 
Thomas Jefferson wrote in his 
famous letter detailing the sepa- 
ration of church and state, “The 
legitimate powers of government 
reach actions only, and not opin- 
ions.” 

Congress should want crimi- 
nals prosecuted for what they’ve 
done, not what they believe. Fed- 
eral attorneys are busy enough 
trying to lock up those who di- 
rectly threaten our nation’s secu- 
rity. Let’s not force them to play 
thought police, too.

KDFWR, KSP join against 
drunk boating, driving 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - With 
National Safe Boating Week be- 
ginning Saturday, May 19, and 
the recreational boating season 
approaching, two of Kentucky’s 
premiere law enforcement agen- 
cies, Kentucky State Police and 
the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources’ Law En- 
forcement Division, are already 
at work behind the scenes to curb 
a key factor in summertime fatali- 
ties: alcohol. 

“Bottoms Up” can have a 
whole new meaning when you 
drink and boat, but the danger 
doesn’t end at the water’s edge. 
Too often, drunken boaters be- 
come drunk drivers. In 2006, 
nearly half of all boating fatali- 
ties involved impaired operation; 
enough to rank Kentucky in the 
top 10 for alcohol related boat- 
ing fatalities, according to the 
U.S. Coast Guard. Kentucky 
State Police statistics indicate that 
approximately one in four of 
Kentucky’s highway fatalities are 
related to alcohol use. 

To save lives, Kentucky Con- 
servation Officers and Kentucky 
State Troopers are partnering in 
a public service effort coined 
“KISS,” which stands for “Keep 
It a Safe Summer.” 

The “KISS” message appears 
on billboards already in place 
near Kentucky’s most popular 
lakes. Officers from both agen- 
cies appear in radio advertise- 
ments as well as in a dramatic 
television commercial highlight- 
ing the agencies’ mutual concern 
for alcohol impairment behind the 
wheel. 

” The ads are scheduled to air 
during the weeks prior to Memo- 
rial Day, July 4 and Labor Day, 
all key boating weekends. 

In tandem with radio and stra- 
tegically placed ‘KISS’ billboards 
in lake regions, the message 
should reach the boating public 
throughout the summer season,” 



says Sgt. John Anderson, Ken- 
tucky Fish and Wildlife’s Boat- 
ing Education Coordinator. 

While the two law enforce- 
ment arms have shared a long his- 
tory providing a safe and secure 
commonwealth, this is the fist 
time they have joined forces so 
publicly. “Together, we can make 
a difference. This isn’t a risk 
unique to our waterways. It can 
follow you all the way home - if 
you make it that far,” Anderson 
adds. 

“The vast majority of folks 
who enjoy boating in our state are 
responsible individuals,” notes 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Com- 
missioner Jon Gassett. “The num- 
ber of boating deaths however, is 
on the rise. Often, it’s the inno- 
cent who pay the price. A single 
careless act like drinking literally 
covers two fields of law enforce- 
ment. We’re working together 
with one goal in mind: Keep It a 
Safe Summer.” 

“Impairment often begins with 
the first drink,” notes Kentucky 
State Police Commissioner Jack 
Adams. “But alcohol-related 
crashes and fatalities are prevent- 
able. Driving after drinking is a 
choice. As citizens, we have the 
responsibility to make the right 
and safe choice. Find alternate 
transportation, use a designated 
driver or don’t consume any 
amount of alcohol if you intend 
to operate any type of motor ve- 
hicle, whether it be car, truck, mo- 
torcycle, ATV or boat.” 

In Kentucky, Fish and Wild- 
life Conservation Officers are the 
authority in marine law enforce- 
ment. Teaming with Kentucky 
State Police will boost public 
safety for the state as a whole. 
Heightened enforcement and in- 
creased media awareness will 
mean fewer lives lost on Ken- 
tucky waterways and highways 
this summer. 



Trans. Cabinet

“When children become familiar 
with names and places on a map 
and see how various routes con- 
nect different locations, that 
knowledge can encourage them 
to learn more about Kentucky’s 
geography, history, and other 
facts.”

• If lost in a store, go to the 
cash register and ask an employee 
for assistance.

Do not 
panic and start to run around try- 
ing to find your friends or fam- 
ily. The first place someone will 
look for you will be the last place 
they saw you. 

• If there is a policeman 
nearby, you can always ask him/ 
her for help. 

• Never accept a ride from a 
stranger. 

Bicycle Safety 

• When walking, always walk 
against traffic. When riding a bi- 
cycle, however, you always ride 
with traffic. 

• Remember to use hand sig- 
nals to warn other drivers of your 
intentions. Always stay to the far 
right side of the travel lane. 

• Always remember to obey all 
the traffic signals and signs. Bike 
riders must stop at stop signs and 
red lights, just like cars do.

about. Don’t reach into corners or 
dark areas of your garage before 
you look for spider webs. Spiders 
such as the black widow live in 
these areas and can hurt you if 
you are not careful. 

Around Pets And Other 
Animals 

• Stay away from animals that 
you don’t know. Avoid stray dogs 
and cats. 

• If you go to a park, do not 
touch wild animals such as go- 
phers or bats. These animals may 
carry a disease called rabies. You 
can become very sick, and even 
die if you contract the disease. 
These animals are fun to watch, 
but DO NOT TOUCH! 

• If you are bitten by an ani- 
mal you do not know, tell your 
parents right away and get medi- 
cal attention if necessary. 

• If you have pets at home, re- 
member to play with them gen- 
tly. 

Flash Floods Kill 

When we get a downpour of 
rain, the ground becomes satu- 
rated to the point it won’t hold 
anymore water and then the wa- 
ter runs off and causes flooding. 
Here is some information you 
should know about flash floods: 

• Flash floods can occur any- 
where. 

• During a rainstorm, avoid 
flood prone areas such as washes, 
gullys and lower areas of the sur- 
rounding area. 

• Never drive a bike, motor- 
cycle or automobile through a 
flooded area. Turn around and 
wait for the water to subside be- 
fore crossing a flooded area. 

• Stay far away from fast mov- 
ing flood water - it is very dan- 
gerous to be in. Never swim or 
play in such water as you can be 



swept away to your death. 

• Flooded areas may be deeper 
than they appear. Many times fast 
moving water will wash out a 
road or bridge and you cannot see 
this from the water’s edge. Again, 
wait for the water to go down be- 
fore walking or driving through 
an area where flooding has oc- 
curred. 

At The Pool 

• Always swim with a buddy 
- never alone. Even the best 
swimmer can experience sudden 
cramps. 

• Young children should not go 
in or near water without an adult 
watching. Anyone can drown in 
water one inch deep, especially 
small children. 

• Learn to swim. If you can’t 
swim, stay out of the water. 

• Know your limits. Don’t go 
into water deeper than you can 
safely swim in. 

• Be especially careful when 
diving. Dive only in the deep end 
of the pool. Don’t engage in 
horseplay on the diving board. 
Allow only one person at a time 
on the diving board. 

• Walk to the end of the board 
before diving or jumping. Don’t 
dive at inner tubs or other objects 
in the water. 

• Never dive in unfamiliar 
waters. Find out how deep the 
water is before diving into it. 

• Stay out of the pool during 
thunderstorms. 

• If you have a backyard pool, 
remind your parents to have it 
fenced in, especially if you have 
very young brothers or sisters. 
Every year many small children 
wander out to a pool, fall in and 
drown. Remember to keep the 
gate closed at all times to prevent 
such a tragedy.

Baseball Cougars claim first title in 10 years 

Jon Lopez , Matt Harris, Andy Fannin, Kevin Lykins 
named to All-tournament Team

The 62nd district has a new 
champion. After beating West 
Carter on Monday, Morgan 
County completed the Carter 
County sweep with a convincing 
9-2 win over East Tuesday night. 
The victory gives the school its 
first district crown since 1997 and 
completes a remarkable first sea- 
son for 23 -year-old coach Bran- 
don Evans. 

It was a night that Morgan 
County literally did everything 
right. Offensively, the Cougars 
played “small ball” to perfection 
and got the long ball when they 
needed it. On the mound, Jon 
Lopez gave Morgan his career 
effort - allowing just four hits and 
two runs over seven innings. 

The Cougars broke a scoreless 
tie with a four-run third inning. 
Jarrod Fannin began the rally 
with a single. After a sacrifice 
bunt from John Robert 
Henderson, Bubba Loudermilk 
reached on an error and Kevin 
Lykins singled. That was fol- 
lowed by consecutive RBI hits 
from Tyler Adkins and Andy 
Fannin as Morgan grabbed the 4- 
0 lead. 

Caleb Waugh reached on a 
fielders’ choice and scored on 
Eddie Seagraves’ RBI triple in 
the fourth. But in the fifth, Mor- 
gan countered with a pair of big 
runs - courtesy of a two-run 
homer off the bat of Andy Fannin. 

After East Carter got a solo 
home run from Evan Vincent to 
cut the Cougar lead back to four, 



Morgan put the game away with 
some “small ball” in the sixth. 
Cody Barker walked and took 
third on a single by Henderson. 
With the runners in motion, Matt 
Harris laid down a perfect safety 
squeeze between the mound and 
first base - a bunt good enough 
to credit Harris with a RBI single. 
Loudermilk then put the game 
away with a two-run single back 
up the middle, scoring Henderson 
and Harris, giving Morgan a 
seven-run cushion. 

From there, it was lights out 
for the Raiders. Lopez continued 
his dominance on the mound, re- 
tiring six of that final seven bat- 
ters he faced to give his team its 
22nd win of the season and the 
first district title in the a decade. 

“Words can’t explain how it 
feels,” Evans said following the 
game. “This is a dream come true. 
My goal was to win a district title, 
but I never dreamed it would hap- 
pen this fast. I’m so proud and 
happy for these kids. This is awe- 
some.” 

Morgan County’s offense was 
led by three hits apiece from 
Lykins and Adkins, while Andy 
Fannin, Jarrod Fannin and Bubba 
Loudermilk collected two apiece. 
Adkins and Harris each scored 
two runs. 

As for the trip back to West 
Liberty, the team was met with a 
police and fire engine escort and 
greeting by a host of fans at 
MCHS. 

“I told these kids they had a 



chance to do something that 
hadn’t been done in a long time,” 
Evans said. “We did it. And now 
we’re champions.” 

Morgan County - 7 
West Carter - 5 

The Cougars showed no signs 
of district tournament jitters, scor- 
ing six runs in the first inning and 
playing error- free baseball on 
their way to a 7-5 win over West 
Carter on Monday. 

John Robert Henderson began 
the early rally with a lead-off 
single. After a steal of second, 
Matt Harris brought Henderson 
home with a RBI single. One out 
later, Kevin Lykins, Andy Fannin, 
Jon Lopez and Jesse Cox all 
reached safely and scored as Mor- 
gan grabbed a commanding six- 
run lead. 

However, the Cougar offense 
hit a wall over the next four in- 
nings, collecting only one hit and 
failing to score. Meanwhile, the 
Comets began to chip away at the 
deficit — scoring a pair of runs in 
the second and one each in the 
third and fourth innings to make 
it a 6-4 game. 

Brandon Evans’ team got 
some insurance in the sixth inning 
after Cody Barker walked and 
eventually scored to push the lead 
back to three. West Carter an- 
swered with run of its own in the 
seventh on Matt Logan’s solo 
home run. But as is it often does, 
Logan’s two-out long ball proved 
to be a rally killer as Lykins re- 
tired the last hitter with a strikeout 
to lock down the Cougars’ district 
tournament win. 

“I told my guys we needed to 
come out and jump on them 
early — and we did that,” Evans 
said. “Problem was, we let up and 
didn’t put the game away. I knew 
West Carter was a better team 
than they’re record showed. I was 
sure relived to get the win.” 

On the mound, Lykins pitched 
a complete game nine-hitter, al- 
lowing five runs (all earned), 
while striking out two and walk- 
ing two. 

Henderson collected two of 
the Cougars’ five base hits.
